AMENDMENT ADOPTED 


Hay-Pauncefote Treaty Author- 


izes United States to Pro- 


' tect Its Interests 


' Washington, March 10.— The senate 
committee on foreign relations met yes 
terday. and after a long discussion voted 
to report the Hay-Pauncefote treatx 
with an agreement containing a provi 
eion for American defens* rights sim- 
ilar to that in the Suez convention re- 
lating to Egypt. 
It is the opinion o: 


the members of the committee that the 
senate will, with but little delay, ratify 
the treaty, as amended. 


It is reported in emphatic form that 


the British government will accept tho 
proposed amendment. It merely places 
a limitation upon the restrictions in 
article 2, and is as follows: 


"Insert at the end of section 5 of article 


2 the following: It is agreed, however, 
that none of the immediately foregoing 
conditions and stipulations in sections 
numbered 1, 2, 3, 4 and o of this article 
shall apply to measures which the 
United States may find it necessary to 
take for securing by its own forces the 
defense of the United States and the 
maintenance of public order." 


The conclusion to <>;port the treaty 


Vith this amendmei'.c.- was reached af- 
ter a session of the committee in which 
Senator Morgan very strenuously op- 
posed the amendment. 
He was, how- 


ever, the only senator in opposition, Sen- 
ators Baron and Daniel, the other Demo- 
cratic members of the committee, voting 
•with the Republican members for the 
amendn-.ent, and then for a resolution 
to report.

Later 
in the day Senator Morgan filed a mi- 
nority report, in opposition to 
the 


Amendment. 


The report submitted with the treaty 


is in the main a review of the general ' 
situation with reference to the canal, 
v.'ith comparatively few recommenda- 
tions. It sajs, however, "we are in full 
accord \\ith the purpose expressed in 
article 2 of the pending convention to 
adopt, as the basis of neutralization, the 
indicated rules substantially as em- 
bodied in the treaty of Constantinople 
for the free navigation of the Suez mari- 
time canal." 


The report then makes an analysis of 


the Suez' canal treaty, laying special 
stress upon article 10, which, the report 
sayi, "prescribes limitations of the ut- 
most importance upon the stipulations." 


The committee concludes its recom- 


mendations by 
quoting its proposed 


amendment, 
remarking as 
follows: 


"Irrespective of the foregoing considera- 
tions. we are clearly of the opinion that 
If article 10 does not exist the true in- 
terests and necessity of the United 
States require upon the highest consid- 
erations of prudence and 
right 
the 


adoption of the amendment proposed."

by Brain Worie Rather Than by 
Splendid Courage—Frontal Attack* 
I'celeca Acatnat New Small Arm* 
and Smolcelecs Povrder. 
It is slowly beginning to dawn upon 


England and upon Europe at large that 
the struggle In South Africa Is marking 
a revolution In the methods of military 
warfare no less radical than . that 
which the Monitor-Merrlmac fight sig- 
nalized a generation ago in naval war- 
fare, writes the London correspondent 
of the New York Sun. A new military 
truism has been evolved from the ter- 
rible experiences of three British ar- 
mies during the past three months— 
namely, that an Intrenched force equip- 
ped with modern small arms-is Invinci- 
ble against any frontal attack made In 
the open. When this proposition was 
first made on behalf of the armies of 
Buller, Gatacre and Methaen, it was 
received more as a charitable excuse 
ifrom apologists for British disasters 
than as a genuine military discovery. 
There Is no doubt that British gener- 
als, nearly all of them, have been 
guilty of grave tactical blunders, but 
there Is no doubt also that the science 
of war has changed. It Is 'a change, 
moreover, which militates against the 
favorite methods of British campaign- 
ing more than against those of any 
other country. It is a change which 
robs war of half its martial glory, a 
change which minimizes valor and sub- 
stitutes the cool, silent brain work of a 
good chess player for the charge of a 
light brigade. 


It is not a welcome change for offi- 


cers or men in England. It does not 
reduce the hardships of war; it in- 
creases Its drudgery and tedium and 
almost eliminates its excitement and 
opportunity for personal distinction. 
In a word, it will make war and mili- 
tary life unpopular for the rank and 
file. The ultimate effect will probably 
be a distinct decline in the martial 
spirit which is the indispensable main- 
stay of all armies. 


The birth of this new martial era Is 


now chronicled in all the letters coming 
from the front which are based upon 
sound military judgment 
The event 


is recorded in every instance with evi- 
dent disappointment, for the writers do 
not conceal their regret that war has 
been stripped of the greater part of its 
exhilaration and its individual . and 
collective heroism. But the lesson has 
been forced home in deadly fashion. 
Tlie writer of the letter from which the 
following extract is taken does not yet 
realize the full force of the new ordesr 
of things, but his description of the 
modern conditions is instructive. He 
eays: 
• 


"We began by fighting IE a hurry; 


,wc are now fighting at leisure. Neither 
the generals, the men nor the public at 
home had formed an approximately 
correct estimate of the 
difficulties 


,which had to be overcome or of the en- 
emy we were to encounter. The Boer 
fights with his head, seldom with his 
muscles; our men fight with their mus- 
cles, seldom with their heads. 
You 


cannot get either the officers or the 
men to understand that the first duty 
of a soldier is to kill,- not to be killed. 
They have all come out here deter- 
mined to earn the Victoria cross or to 
distinguish themselves by displaying 
conspicuous bravery in the field. It is 
magnificent, but it Is not war. 


"It is little better than a very popu- 


lar sporting expedition on an immense 
scale. You have no doubt heard fre- 
quently of 'the zone of fire' and have 
formed your own opinion of what those 
words signify. I will describe the sit- 
uation for your benefit. Imagine that 
there is a range of high hills facing 
you some five miles away from where 
you stand. 
Orders are issued to ad- 


vance. Presently you see ahead a long 
line of dust, tufts of grass and pebbles 
raised by the multitude of bullets 
which fall almost as-close to each other 
as do drops of rain in a shower. 
It 


seems absolutely impossible to cross 
the line without being hit, and, even 
should fortune enable you to do sp un- 
harmed, a mile or two still separate 
you from the enemy. 


"That zone of fire is the only obstacle 


.which until now has staggered our 
men, and it is not.at all to their dis- 
credit that it should. They occasion- 
ally hesitate to make the rush through. 
It is like running through a shower of 
lead bullets for. some 20 yards and 
trusting to luck that no drop shall 
touch you. 
The bravest and the least 


brave are all on the same level on 
buch an occasion, and It is indescriba- 
bly disheartening when you-have un- 
dergone the ordeal without mishap to 
find not only that the • enemy is still 
,very far from you, but • that • further 
zones of fire have' to be 'crossed, that 
eventually crack shots take direct aim 
at you and that in the end the Boers 
retire before you can get to' close quar- 
ters with them, and then take up an- 
other position which has been prepar- 
ed for such an emergency. To make 
matters worse, it all looks so easy be- 
t 


fore the engagement begins. I eannot 
believe that numbers will make much 
iflifference in our favor. The more men 
you send to the front the more bullets 
iwill have human billets. 
The brain 


iWlll have to win the battles. You who 
are at home must-not-blame the gen- I 
erals. They are fighting -under condi- 
tions which are altogether new. 
Here 


iwe do not dislike the Boers. 'Vv'e have 
learned to respect their courage, and It 
annoys us to read in the English pa- 
pers tnat they are barbarians who strip 
add 111 treat the wounded." 


The same lesson of change In tho 


whole game of war has been collected 
by Julian Ralph for the London Daily 
Mall from the best military observe™ 
of Lord Methuen's campaign. 
Mr. 


Ralph writes: 
' • 


"It Is easy enough for the world to 


cry 'Halt!' In Its Interest In us, Just aa 
the Boers cried 'Halt!' In' our progress 
when we reached' Magersfonteln. but 
the Boer command to us to 'Halt!' may 
yet be considered by military scientists 
| everywhere as an 'wider given to all 
' armed . aatjpna to stop B4tnd, uclearq 


what they have known of battling:, for 
Magersfonteln seems likely to be the 
end of the chapter of war us It was 
practiced by the Wellingtons, Wolse- 
leys, Von Moltkea and Grants. 


"For frontal attacks the old military 


manuals declared that the attacking 
force must be three times tlat of the 
defending forcei Today, with the new 
weapons, it Is said that ten men must 
attack one, but I believe ft Is impossi- 
ble to set the modern proportion cor- 
rectly, since to all intents and pur- 
poses Magersfontein battlefield, with 
Its series of three trenches extending 
25 miles. Is as impregnable to Infantry 
as Oronstadt is to attack by the tor- 
pedo boats. Not being a military man, 
I will not pretend to be al>le to set 
down the many changes that must be 
made In coming warfare to suit the 
new conditions by which vro are con- 
fronted. 
I can only echo some part of 


what I have heard from those who are 
reflecting upon our experiences in this 
war. I do not believe that even these 
students fully grasp tbe situation yet. 
Even as the Boers rfave shown that 
they have been learning how best to 
utilize their advantages since the war 
began so we are gaining knowledge 
and probably have yet a great deal to 
acquire. 


"The Boer as a stalker of game, and, 


later, as a warrior, had made the full- 
est use of the natural advantages of a 
country whose defenses are every- 
where abundant. 
Of these defenses 


he took the kopjes and their rocks to 
be the best, but at Belmont and Gras- 
pan he discovered that the reckless, 
seemingly blind, valor of the British 
made light of these—simply by making 
light of death. The Boer, therefore, 
modified his methods t by transferring 
his dependence to inSrenclments. At 
Modder river he built his trenches at 
the edge of a steep river bed, which 
afforded him cover for the movement 
of re-enforcements and the supplying 
of ammunition, food and water to his 
forces. 
At Magersfontein ie built a 


threefold series of trenches, and made 
the center of his position a kopje 
whose foot was fringed by vaal bushes, 
behind which he could mo-ve his re- 
enforcements, carry off his dead and 
wounded and distribute his food and 
fresh-supplies of cartridges. 


"With the old style single shot rifle 


the change from behind the rocks of 
his hills to the protection afforded by 
mere ridges or hastily built trenches 
would have made him an easy prey to 
the bravest troops in Europe, such as 
we, rightly or wrongly, believe to be 
In Lord Methuen's following. But with 
magazine rifles, artillery and such fear- 
ful terrifying weapons as the new 
Vickers-Nordenfeldt 
gun, 
he 
could 


make a ridge or trench impregnable, 
as we have seen. 


"One of the most interesting and 


formidable of the new conditions of 
war which we are experiencing is that 
we never—or next -to never—see our 
foe. Can the student.of war (or even 
the casual reader) comprehend what 
it means to go on for week after week 
and month after month, fighting an in- 
visible enemy? Personally, I saw a 
few score Boers running away at Bel- 
mont, a smaller number escaping from 
the punishment we were meting out to 
them at Graspan, and several hundred 
showing themselves-^with uncommon 
impudence and courage—before the be- 
ginning of the battle of Modder River. 
But I have no doubt there ore men in 
pur army who have never seen a Boer 
in battle. I know of officers who have 
only seen one or two in one battle and 
five or six in another. In engagement 
after 
engagement 
our 
men 
have 


thrown themselves -upon the veldt, 
moved to' do so by a hail of bullets 
around them, and then have fired away 
for hours at a time at the noise or the 
flame of the enemy's fire in trenches 
which they could not see. 


"This is true to such an extent that 


at Modder river there were whole bat- 
talions of oura that did not know at the 
end of the day whether the enemy was 
north or south of the river. In fact, 
they believed during the entire battle 
that the enemy was on the farther side 
of the river. 
Under such circum- 


stances, if we did not pick up some 
wounded and take some prisoners as 
actual, ocular proof of the existence of 
a flesh and blood enemy, we might al- 
most expect the more imaginative of 
our soldiers to believe that they had 
been fighting a vapor or an essence. 
They have seen the earth crack apart 
and vomit fiame and bullets, they have 
heard the hell's chorus of battle, they 
have seen their comrades fall dead and 
mangled by their eides, but they have 
not seen the men who produced the tu- 
mult and the damage. Tits, then, is 
one of the new conditions of war which 
have to be taken Into account, 


"With the introduction of smokeless 


powder a foe intrenched or hiding be- 
hind rocks is a foe invisible. And It 
takes a tenfold stouter heart to fight 
an unseen enemy than to combat with 
a substantial line of flesh and blood be- 
ings or a leaping, running target of 
brown smoke which locates it, if It 
does not reveal the 'party of the sec- 
ond part.' We do know that n Euro- 
pean army fighting under European 
rules is a clumsy weapon against the 
Boer who opposes us with weapons 
which render one man as good as ten, 
and all ten .Invisible. We remember 
the old saying that 'an army moves 
upon its belly,' and we make it read 
'the modern army must fight upon Its 
belly.'"

Boston, March 10.—Only one man had 


luck in "Luck Box" Parker's late place 
of business, at 26 Broomfield street, yes- 
terday, and that was Constable Me- 
Donough, who attached ail th? chattels 
in the office to secure salaries said to be 
owed employes. 


Twelve of them^-and every one had a 


"lucky box"—pooled their claims, and 
on application of their counsel three 
writs issued from the municipal court 
yestercjny to secure unpaid salaries, ag- 
gregating about $1000. 
Some of them 


say that they had not been paid for 
weeks. 


Luck clung to Parker, however, for 


United States Marshal Ruhl, who holds 
the warrant for his arrest, has not yec 
been able to apprehend him. 
But the 


.poatofflce authorities are confident that 
it is only a question of a short time when 
he will be run to ground. 


This warrant was issued Thursday. 


Deputy United States Marshal Rhul and 
Postoffice Inspector Swift spent nearly 
the whole afternoon within view of the 
office for the purpose of arersting Par- 
ker, but their presence became known 


! to the employes of the office, who kept 


i th'fugitive of what was/roing: on. 
Had 


the department officials at Washington 
withheld the news of their action one 
day longer, giving- the officials in Boston 
time to execute the warrant, Parker 
would have been under arrest now, but 
the premature 
announcement 
from 


Washington gave him a good hint of 


! what might happen if he remained, and 
! he had ample time to escape. 
| 
At the hour yesterday when he usually 


opened his office a string of people filed 
Into the building and waited in front of 
the office door, not to buy any more 
"lucky boxes," but to demand the re- 
turn of their money. 
At the top of the 


stairs which leads to the next floor thers 
is a crude sign on the door, saying- "Re- 
moved To," but it gives no address. It 
was In a room inside- this door that Par- 
ker polished up the wooden boxes and 
put his ring's into them, after ^.n alleged 
magnetic touch of each ring, and on the 
same floor the mail orders were filled- 


All the mailing clerks have been sus- 


pended, but It is clearly evident that 
several.young men have been, engaged to 
patrol Broomfield street in front of the 
office to watch the people who enter the 
building. 
One of the women, who de- 


scribes herself as Parker's confidential 
clerk, explained that Mr. Parker im- 
ported only one "lucky box," and that he 
used it for a. madeJ, but she is not ab- 
solutely positive whether or not this 
sample box was made by a Hindoo. 


The Lynn.factory in which the boxes 


were made shut down yesterday, but a 
speculator has offered Carl Thornbe-rg, 
who ran the factory, 10 cents a box for 
all he can make, as souveniers of the 
Parker swindle. 
Thornberg- 
admits 


that this is more than Parker paid. 
It 


is learned from reliable sources that 
Parker had a partnfr in the business. 


The postoflice officials in Boston be- 


gan yesterday to return his mail to the 
senders. 
About 20,000 letters had ac- 


cumulated in the last two days. 
About 


one-third of it bears return addresses 
and can be sent direct, but the remainder 
will go through the inquiry division, 
where each letter is to be numbered and 
recorded before it is sent to the dead 
letter office.

BUSINESS HAS 


TENDENCY TO EXPAND 


Appears to Have Taken An- 


other Step Forward, Says 


Bradstreet 


New Yoik, March 10.—Bradstreet'» 


says: Relieved from the hampering ef- 
fects of stormy weather, general trade 
distribution has shown a tendency to ex- 
pand this week, prices of many staples 
are firm or higher, and, generally, there 
is a better tone than noted for some 
weeks past. Rep^yts of cutting of rail- 
road rates are numerous, but the move- 
ment of staples and the aggregate earn- 
ings themselves would seem to point to 
much of this cutting being unnecessary. 
Stocks speculation remains 
stagnant, 


with the effect of keeping bank clearings 
down to a low level. 


Easily holding first rank in speculative 


activity, cotton early in the week touched 
the highest level for at least six year« 
past. A sharp break, due to realizing, 
has brought the level down again, how- 
ever, to a point where new buying by 
sold-out bulls is invited. Print cloths, 
and, in fact, all classes of manufactured 
cotton, have sympathized in the strong 
tone of the raw staple, and the first men- 
tioned product reached 3% cents this 
week, the highest point for several years 
past. 
* 


Wool is rather weaker, following the 


drop in prices at the London sale and 
the rather slower demand from Ameri- 
can manufacturers. 


Wheat quotations have been advanced

Demand For Obsolete Gun* Exfcannt- 


Ing the Supply—There Are Eight 
Hundred and Slity-nlne Left—Sen- 
ator Mftion and Millionaire Clark. 
Force ot the Modern Projectile. 
Under a law passed in 1896 condemn- 


ed cannon and cannon balls may be 
donated or loaned to soldiers' monu- 
ment associations, Grand Army posts 
and municipal corporations. There is 
a steady demand for such cannon for 
decorative purposes, and the number 
of obsolete cannon in the hands of the 
government is being rapidly reduced 
by the inroads made by the organiza- 
tions entitled to them. Recently Sena- 
tor Cockrell requested information con- 
cerning the obsolete and condemned 
cannon now on hand and available for 
donation, says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the New York Times. Sec- 
retary Root's reply shows that there 
are 869 old fashioned guns of all sorts 
at the different forts and arsenals. At 
Governors island there are five 100 
pounder Parrott rifles, each weighing 
9,800 pounds; two 8 inch mortars like 
that at the arsenal, and two 10 inch 
siege mortars, each weighing 1,852 
pounds. Castle Williams has twenty 
82 pounders, weighing 7,200 pounds. 


These are mere toys compared with 


some of the old fashioned guns now re- 
posing in different parts of the country 
and awaiting the call of patriotic 
Grand Army posts. There are in dif- 
ferent forts twenty-four 300 pounder 
Parrott rifles, 27,000 pounds in weight. 
The arsenal at Benicia, Cal., possesses 
more old guns than any other arsenal 
or fort in the country, having 98 guns 
of all kinds. 


Editor Transcript: 


The time approaches when Williams- 


town must vote on the question of li- 
cense. Men are responsible for what 
they can do, and not for what they 
cannot. There are some things a town 
cannot do by voting. It cannot make 
an intemperate man temperate. It can- 
not prevent an intemperate man from 
occasionally getting drunk on the sly. 
It cannot always prevent the abuse of 
a druggists' license. It cannot solve the 
question now under discussion by ex- 
perts ,as to whether liquor is a poison, 
a good or a dangerous food. It cannot 
decide that all liquor drinking1 is im- 
moral, like murder or stealing, 
be- 


cause it isn't the business of the town 
to make fhe decalogue. 


It is the business of a town to pro- 


tect its citizens; the streets and private 
grounds of a New England village 
ought to be safe, not only for men 
who can defend themselves, but women 
and children. It is not only a disgrace, 
but a financial injury to a country 
town, to -have the fear of -assault or 
insult from drunken men, hanging 
over its families. A town can protect 
its citizens from this in a large de- 
gree, ^pirst, by patrolling- its streets 
with a strong police force; 
second, 


by refusing to license drinking sa- 
loons. 
Possibly a saloon might be 


made a good thing ,if we could get an 
angel to run it, not for money, but for 
man's good; but with me 'present 
management it has proved in every 
case a thoroughly cold blooded devilish 
thing. It has been a trap to catch 
property and character, a robber of 
wives and children, a 'centre of dis- 
order and of disgusting behavior, for 
the particular neighborhood in which 
it is located. The saloon, as it is, is 
what we have to de-a} with. We know 
its record, it is a public nuisance, an 
injury to adjoining- property, a mo- 
nopoly, whose whole drift is to put 
money in the hands of a few, at the 
peril of the citizens ds a whole. Ex- 
perience shows that no man can safely 
r^e trusted with such a. monopoly. The 
town can refuse to grant it. So much 
it can do, towards the protection of its 
citizens, 
their property and 
their 


homes. For that much, it is respon- 
sible. Should it vote license, then it 
is bound to vote also the money for an 
adequate police force to keep drunk- 
ards off the streets and private places 
of the town. And it is certainly re- 
sponsible for any violence, insult or 
injury to property, growing out of 
these disorderly centres in our midst. 
The town is also bound to provide 
proper and to prevent improper educa- 
tion for its youth. The saloon is a public 
school of vice for young men and boys. 
We cannot always prevent vice, but 
we can suppress the public schools of 
vice. 


If liquor must be sold somewhere it 


is a great deal better for North Adams 
with its crowdede streets, its police 
patrol, its big churches and its strong 
schools, to do the selling1, make the 
money, take care of the drunkards and 
In short have the peril and the costs. 
The nearer the saloons the Bearer the 
drunkards, 
experience proves that. 


We, with our country homes and our 
secluded roads, are 
not 
properly 


equipped to take care of thoc,e gentry. 
It would cast heavily to meet that 
necessity as we ought to meet It. From 
a hard-headed business point of view, 
it is of more account to us, to throw 
off our present stigma and have a well- 
protested town to which people may 
come for its beauty and safety than it 
is to pocket the license money at the 
peril of our own women and children. 
Besides on m-raral grounds we are bound 
to Totect our citizens u,nd at least to 
insure our youth against public edu- 
cation In vice. This much we can do 
and unless we wish to court that judR- \ 
ment of God which always follows the j 
neglect of plain duty, ws shall do it. 
!

ness. If this lease should be voted by 
you and our property be returned to us 
through any failure on the part of the

DEATH OF EDWARD J, PHELPS, 


ONE OF VERMONT'S MOST GIFTED SONS 


Was Minister, to England Coder President Cleveland 


Authority on Constitutional and International Law 


New Haven, March 10.—B. J. Phelps, 


former minister to England, died at his 
home here late Friday afternoon after 
'an illness of about two months. The end 
was peaceful and for several hours be- 
fore he passed awa"y he was unconscious. 
There were present at the bedside his 
wife, his son, Charles P. Phelps of Bos- 
ton, and daughtet, Mrs. Horatio Loomis 
of New York, and his physician. 


Though Professor Phelps recovered 


from the pneumonia attack he was so 
weakened that he was unable to regain 
hla vitality. It had been hoped that he 
might recover until a few days ago, when 
It was apparent that his strength had so 
failed that it was but a matter of hours 
\when death would come. 


The funeral services will be held from 


Battell chapel Sunday at 3 p. m. 
The 


remains will be taken to Burlington, Vt., 
for Interment. 


Edward John Phelns was born in 


Middlebury, Vt., JuV "i, 1822. 
He canie 


of ancestors famous for their legal learn- 
ing and prominence in American politi- 
cal life. 


He was graduated teom Middlebury 


college in 1840 and a€ once took up the 
study of the law with Horatio Seymour 
He was admitted to the bar of the state 
Of Vermont in 1843 and at once took a 


prominent position as a lawyer. Under 
the administration of President Fill- 
more he was second comptroller of the 
treasury, serving to the close of that 
administration. He was later a dele- 
gate to the Vermont constitutional con- 
vention, and in 1SSO was elected president 
of the American Bar association. He 
wrote extensively on constitutional and 
international law, and In 1881 was elected 
Kent professor of law at Yale, which 
professorship he held at the time of his 
death. 


In April. 1885, President Cleveland ap- 


pointed him United States minister 
plenipotentiary to Great Britain. 
He 


was appointed one of the international 
commissioners on the Behring sea con- 
troversy and was also one of the Vene- 
zuela arbitration commissioners. He 
was honored with the degree of doctor of 
laws by Middlebury college In 1870 by 
the University of Vermont In 1887 and 
by Harvard in 1887. Yale conferred on 
him the degree of master of arts in 1881. 


In 1887 tho Edward J. Phelps pro- 


fessorship of law in Yale law school was 
endowed in his honor by Junius S. Mor- 
gan. 


Professor Phelps resided In this city 


only during the winter and spring terms 
of the college year, and claimed Vermont 
as his residence.

year to the extent of 1200 square yards 
of granite block 
and 
4000 yards of 


brick. 
This is somewhat premature, 


however, as no paving- for this year 
has been decided upon, and the matter 
will not be brought' up to the atten- 
tion of the city council until the sewer 
•work for State street has been gotten 
well under way. 


The next paving to be done In the 


city is that on State street south of the 
bridge, but as a spwer is to be put in 
this season, the paving will have to 
wait till this is completed. Work on 
the sewer will begin as soon as the 
weather allows, and it is hoped to nave 
it completed In time to allow the paving 
this season, but if this should prove to 
put the paving- off till too late in the 
fall, it will not be attempted till next 
year. 


The plan is to use granite blocks to 


include that part of the street where 
the heaviest trucking comes on ac- 
count of the freight depot, and to put 
in brick from the granite down, to Dib- 
ble's mill.

We be- 
lieve that no outside organization can 
accomplish lasting results in a com- 
munity or section of the state save as 
the initiative is given by sonrs ITC.-UO 
of workers in that section. Is there 
not danser connected with all of our 
great organizations that' their -work 
becomes superficial and a. uficial as it 
is built up from without in? The work 
•which develops from within out may 
indeed be of such a kind as not to be 
tabulated in such interesting statistics: 
but in such, work must be our onlv 
hope for the healthful and cermanem 
grov.th of temperance and righteous- 
ness.
